The men—all of them colored—were 
working with crowbars and axes to 
tear up the flooring of what was the 
baggage room in.the days of the fa- 
mous hostelry’s giory.

Shouts a Warning. 

One of the men noted that a heavy 
wooden bearn was beginning to sag 
as its supporting walls gradually 
weakened.

It opened a wide hole in the floor- 
ing and went thundering to the ce- 
ment courtyard in an avalanche of 
bricks and debris.

Under the terms of the bill the pro- 
visions governing the departure of im- 
migrants for America are changed.

The planet Merucry will pass be 
tween the earth and the sun today, 
and in the late afternoon will appear 
as @ small black dot against the bright 
background of the sun. 

The planet will start across the sun’s 
face at 4:42 p. m. daylight saving time, 
according to the figures of Prof. Philip 
Fox of Dearborn Observatory, North- 
western university, Evanston. 

Mercury is a small globe, 3,000 miles 
tm diameter.

ARGENTINE LABOR 
INSISTS CAPITAL 
PAY PENSION TAX 


{Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.) 
BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, May 6. 
— Although the employers reopened 
their business houses this morning, 
thus ending their passive resistance to 
the old age pension law, the employés 
and laborers who benefit under the 
new measure refused to end their gen- 
eral strike. 

The biggest labor federation in the 
country issued a formal proclamation 
stating that the workers refused to be 
assessed 5 per cent of thelr wages 
monthly towards the pension fund and 
demanded that the employers be re- 
quired to make whatever payments 
were necessary to provide for the re 
tirement pensions. This would mean 
a 10 per cent tax on all business, which 
is certain to be refused. 

The effort to enforce the pensions 
law Has brought to a head again the 
old social conflict between capital and 
labor, the unions declaring that labor- 
ers are entitled to retire with pensions 
provided either by the state or by cap- 
itaL 

The police have prohibited all open 
air meetings, and unions desiring to 
assemble indoors must obtain a permit 
first. The authorities hope thus to 
prevent a repetition of yesterday’s 
clashes between the strikers and the 
police. The food shortage in Buenos 
Aires as a result of the strike is be- 
ginning to be felt.

Washington, D. C., May 6—I[Spe- 
cial.}—Comparative data for the five 
naval treaty powers obtained today by 


a representative of Tue CuHicaco Tris- 


une from an authoritative official quar- 
ter shows that nearly 600,000 tons*of 
war vessels are being built by the gov- 
ernments of the United States, Great 
Britain, Japan, France, and Italy. 

To be more exact, these nations are 
now building 173 warships of different 
types and which. have an aggregate 
displacement of 441,949 tons. Only a 
small fraction of this total is being 
built by the United States. 


Only Y0,000 tons of this total con- 
sists of warships of the so-called “ lim- 
ited class"’—that is, capital ships the 
size and total tonnage of which was 
limited by the agreement negotiated 
in the Washington arms conference. 

Big Tonnage by Japan. ; 

The other 371,949 tons represents 
warship construction in the “ unlimited 
class” of naval vessels on which no 
restriction was placed by the arms 
conference agreement, and the official 
comparative data shows that the Jap- 
anese government is credited with 178.- 
065 tons of the new construction now 
under way. ‘ 

Japan is building eighty-four war- 
ships having an aggregate displace- 
ment of 178,065 tons. Great Britain 
is building sixteen warships of 116,440 
tons displacement. The United States 
is building twenty-four warships of 
64,496 tons. France is building forty- 
two vessels of 71,748 tons, and Italy 
only seven vessels of 11,200 tons. 


Competition Is Developing. 


The data indicate that there is an. 


actual existing, though subdued, com- 


petition developing among the treaty | 
powers in the construction of those | 


classes Of vessels—lNght cruisers, mod- 
ern submarines and destroyers, and 
flotilla leaders—on the building of 
which no limitation has been placed by 
the treaty of Washington. 

Great Britain is the only power that 
is building any dreadnaughts. She is 
quite within her rights in g@ping ahead 
with the construction of the new 35,000 
ton battleships Nelson and Rodney, 
now building, and which will probably 
be completed during the year 1926. The 
naval treaty permitted England to re- 
tain twenty-two capital ships of a total 
tonnage of 580,450. This included the 
battleships King GeorgeV., Ajax, Cen- 
turian, and Thunderer, which are to 
be scrapped when theRodney and Nel, 
son enter the fighting line.

: NORRIS ATTACKS BID . 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—(Spe- 
eial.}j—Henry Ford's Muscle Shoals 
bid got out on the senate floor today 
when Senator George Norris [Rep., 
Neb.] denounced what he termed the 
“government firm of Coolidge and 
Ford.” : 

Norris, who is chairman of the agri- 
culture Committee which is conducting 
nearings on bids for Muscle Shoals, 
had just come from a session in which 
testimony was produced alleging that 
Representative Martin Madden [Rep.., 
fil.} last year agreed to “pack” the 
house committee hearing the Ford of- 
fer with enough pro-Ford men to give 
assurance that the Ford offer would 
slide through congress. 

The senate was busy debating con- 
gressional inquiries and it was in a 
speech on political influence that Nor- 
ris opened his fire on Coolidge, re- 
ferring obviqusly to recent testimony 
that the President planned to “ de- 
liver” the power site to Ford—a state- 
ment then promptly denied by Mr. 
Coolidge. 

Charges Presidential Bias. 

“The President has denied that he 
ever agreed to favor or did favor 
Henry Ford,” said Norris. “ Yet, he 
sent a message to congress urging it 
to sell Muscle Shoals as quickly as 
possible and the only offer for Muscle 
Shoals then before the congress was 
Henry Ford's. That is certainly plain 
enough. 

“In years past, the senate firm 
which busied itself with boosting 
Henry consisted of Tom Heflin of Ala- 
bama and Pat Harrison of Mississippi. 
Now it has joined the government firm 
of Coolidge & Ford and we find Cal 
and Hank and Pat and Tom all banded 
together like a scrambled egg—result, 
fertilizer, for they never tire of talking 
of fertilizer for farmers.”

It has the appearance, 
when cooked, of a baked batter pud- 
ding; and when rich and well mixed it 
has almost the delicacy of a baked 
custard.”

naturally was lower than a rull meal, 
because many students took lunch 
from home and supplemented it with 
milk or dessert at the lunch counter. 
What surprised us most, however, was 
that-a dietitian, Miss Eleanor Robson, 
was in charge as manager, with the rank 
and salary of a regular faculty member. 
Her salary is paid by the school board. 
Prices were the actual cost of food and 
Last year there was deficit of 
$1,200. Adding even one cent a meal to 
the cost would have produced a profit, 
so somé of the portions were reduced | 
slightly to cover the amount of . the 
deficit.

SOUTHERN IOWA NOW IS ONE BIG CORN PATCH. 


OWA FALLS, Ia, May 6.—([Spe- 
cial.]—Thousands of acres of corn 
rows lay in the wake of the Iowa 
farmers’ corn planters at sundown 

today. Almost every available horse 
and planter has been drafted into use 
during the last two days in the south- 
ern two-thirds of Iowa. All day yes- 
terday the farmers were kicking up 
the dust in their fields along the high- 
way between Davenport and Des 
Moines. A light shower last night 
dampened everything but the farmers’ 


.determination to get in every row they 


can between now and Saturday night. 

Practically all the plowing for corn 
has been completed in the southern 
half of the state, giving the farmers a 
chance to work in the fields during 
the last week, and this has almost put 
them back on their normal schedule. 

Oat seeding was a little late, but all 
along the way the crop is in excellent 
condition and with a few more days 
of sunshine soon should offset the late 
start. Farmers have been so eager to 
get caught up with their plowing and 
planting, after their late start, that 
they are working late and early. 

Many of them say that they had lef\ 
their tractors in the machine shed this 
year because of the high cost of gas 
and oil, but the late season apparently 
brought them out to speed up the 
work, Asa result, many farmers have 
been able to complete their plowing 
and get their planters started. 


About the only chance our midwest 
touring party. has. had. to talk with 
the farmers today was while the 
horses .cooled off and got their breath 


“Haven't time to fool with you!” 
yelled a farmer in a field near Colo 
this afternoon to our photographer, 
who jumped out of the car to take a 
speedy snapshot and tried to get the 
tall corn grower's name. 

If the weather is favorable most of 
the corn will be planted in southern 
Iowa by Saturday night, excepting in 
some cases where farmers are plan- 
ni to delay planting their seed land 

ntil later to avoid the cutworms’ rav- 
ages.

Old broody hens and their peeping 
baby chicks in the dooryards in front 
of farm homes, the farmer's’ wives and 
children out making garden, and all 
kinds of fruit trees loaded with .blos 
soms gave the whole countryside of 
Iowa a touch of spring-—just like it 
was in southern Illinois several days 
ago. 

Corn growers around Hubbard and 
Iowa Falls have just about quit the 
old practice of hopping clods to the 
tune of a fast stepping team. Dozens 
of therm were seen in their fields this 
afternoon riding two wheel carts fol- 
lowing drags and harrows. Little 
planting has been done here near Iowa 
Falls. Most of the farmers are 
through plowing and will be in full 
swing with their planters In a couple 
of days. ° 
A late spring and a shortage of hay 
and other roughage throughout this 
section have left many cattle in poor 
condition, but recent rains have 
pepped up the grass until it is ankle
